The two most far-reaching laws 
of the special session were the 
sales tax and the county option 
repeal, both enacted after bitter 
fights. The county option repeal 
law, providing a special election 
March 10 for counties to register 
their sentiment, was enacted into 
law over the Governor's veto. 

The sales tax law brought, pro- 
testing merchants by the hundreds 
to Alabama’s antebellum capitol 
but their protests failed to stop 
passage of the law. 

The last two acts of the Legis- 
lature yesterday were passage of 
a proposed constitutional amend- 
ment to permit sheriffs to succeed 
themselves, and approval of the 
“Jiggs” bill giving husbands the 
right to sue for divorce on the 
grounds of physical cruelty —a 


privilege now accorded only to the! 


wives in Alabama. 

The amendment to permit sher- 
iffs to succeed themselves will be 
submitted at the May, 1938, Dem- 
ocratic primary—the primary in 
which present sheriffs probably 
will offer for reelection and then 
watch two races—to see if they 
win and if the amendment is rati- 
fied to validate their victory.

Proceeds of the two per cent 
general sales tax, estimated at 
$6,000,000, will be used to provide 
homestead exemption from State 
taxation, and then go for educa- 
tion, public health, public welfare 
and farm extension work, 


EXEMPTIONS ARE MADE 

Some of the exemptions allowed 
under the new Luxury (?) Tax 
are: : 

Amounts received from the sale 
or sales of livestock, poultry and 
other products of the farm, dairy, 
grove or garden, when said sale 
or sales are made by the producer 
or members of his immediate fam- 
ily, or employees forming a part 
of the producer’s organization, in 
the original state of condition of 
preparation for sale; also amounts 
received from the gross proceeds 
from sale of cotton in bales, wheth- 
er compressed or not, unprocessed 
cotton seed, peanuts in tots of not 
less than a ton, and hay in lots 
of a ton or more, whether such 
sales be made by the original pro- 
ducer or not, and the amount re- 
ceived from the sale or sales of 
fertilizer, seeds for planting pur- 
poses*##* #4 #4, Amounts receiv- 
ed from the sales of used automo- 
tive vehicles, commonly known as 
secondhand automotive vehicles. 

Amounts received from the sale 
of gasoline, lubricating oils, other- 
wise taxed; and cigars, cigarettes 
and other tobacco products other- 
wise taxed. 

Amounts received from the sale 
of sweet milk, butter milk, corn 
meal, flour, dry salt sides, salt 
fat backs, plates, bellies, sugar 
and coffee, and the amounts re- 
ceived from the sales of lunches 
to school children in school build- 
ings within the State when sold 
by any person or association or 
group not for profit.
